STATE'S POLICY IS DEFINED 


DIFFERENT BREEDS OF GEESE 


Toulouse, Embden, Chinese and Afri- 


can Are Easily the Most Popu- 


lar in This Country. 


Interesting News Items, Briefly Con- 


densed, Picked Up at the Depart- 


ments, Which Are of Interest 


to the People of the' State. 


Harrisbiyg.—"The act of June 9, 


1919, providing a method for incorpo- 
ration of co-operative agricultural as- 
sociations did not contemplate forma- 
tion of associations to conduct general 
stores or to erect poles and wires on 
lands of members of the association 
for distribution to them of electric cur- 
rent or for telephone service, but is 
simply for co-operation in agricultural 
puiposes,'' declaimed Deputy Attorney 
General Collies in an opinion to Guy 
C. Smith, the new chief of the Bureau 
of Markets of the Department of Agri- 
CUltUl fc. 


'"he opinion is the first to be issued 


denning the State policy in regard to 
en-operative agricultural associations 
\ynn_!i State authorities are encourag- 
ing 
These organizations are to be 


without capital stock and not for 
profit. "Tlie object of the act," says 
Mr. Collins, ''is to provide a co-opera- 
tive agency in corporate form to per- 
form services in. the production, prepa- 
ration for market and marketing of 
farm products and the purchasing and 
hiring of farm supplies and labor." 


In regard to the store proposition 


the opinion says that if it allowed an 
agricultural association 
to deal in 


groceries, for instance, "there would 
be practically no limit set upon the 
mercantile enterprises in which it 
might engage." 


Thai a ha/e been numerous co-oper- 


ative enterprises chartered lately un- 
der the general law in which the pur- 
pose j.s specifically set forth, but thus 
j.ar not^many have applied for incoi- 
popration as agricultural organizations.

Toulouse Gander. 


Toulouse, Embden, Chinese, and Afri- 
can are easily the most popular breeds 
of geese in this country, the first two 
greatly leading the other breeds. ^All 
economic breeds of geese are kept pri- 
marily for the production of flesh 
and feathers, and although their eggs 
are occasionally used for culinary pur- 
poses on the farm there is no demand 
for them for food purposes in the mar- 
kets. 


The Toulouse, the largest of the 


standard breeds of geese, is a good 
layer, producing from 20 to 35 eggs 
a year, is docile, grows rapidly, and 
makes a good market bird. However. 
its dark pinfeathers make it a slightly 
less attractive market goose than the 
Ernbden. 


The Embden, a large, white goose, j 


slightly smaller and with somewhat 
longer legs than the Toulouse, is only 
a fair layer and is usually less pro- 
lific than the Toulouse. This breed 
has white pinfeathers, is a rapid grow- 
er, and matures early. 


The African, a gray goose with a 


distinct brown shade, about the size 
of the Embden, is a good layer and 
makes a good market goose, although 
it has the objectionable dark pin^ 
feathers. It is a rapid grower and 
matures early. 


There are two standard varieties of 


Chinese geese, the brown and the 
white. 
Both varieties mature early 


and are said to be prolific layers and 
rapid growers, but shy and rather diffi- 
cult to handle. 


The wild goose is bred to some ex- 


tent in captivity, and the young are 
sold to hunters to use as decoys. The 
wild gander is used to cross with 
either the common or the purebred 
goose, producing the so-called Mongrel 
goose. This Mongrel goose is highly 
prized as a market goose, but is sterile 
and cannot be bred. 


The Egyptian goose is a small, 


brightly-colored goose kept for orna- 
mental purposes and rarely seen in 
this country. It resembles the wild 
goose in shape and weighs two pounds 
less in each class.

(3) SaHation cannot be purchase'd, 
for it is God's free and gracious gift. 
(4) Ko warrant is ever held out to a 
man to conceal his religion after it'Is 
obtained. 


1. The "field. 
This is the world 


(v. 38). Fortunately this landmark 
has been made by Christ himself. 


2. The treasure. In Psalm 135 :4 we 


are told that Israel, the chosen people, 
is his treasure. The same truth is set 
forth in different places and ways 
(Dent. 7:6-8; M:2; 26:18; 32:8, 95. 
"When Christ uttered this parable the 
ten tribes were already concealed from 
hmman observation, and as to the rest 
of Israel it was a prophecy of that 
which was to follow. The kingdom, as 
to its relation and bearing is now hid- 
den. 
Christ was primarily sent to the 


Jews; for their sake, "the field was 
bought. 


3. The Purchaser: the-Son of God

H. The Parable of the Merchantman 


Seeking Goodly Pearls (w. 45, 46). 


1. The merchantman.

The 
whole activity of the Father, Son, 
and Holy Spirit, since the fall of man, 
has been seeking those who are lost.
